NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—An alr of
gloom pervaded the headguarters of
the Cuban revolutlonary party In'this
clty to-day, and the leaders, who world
not ndmit lost night that thers had
been  uny  fllbuntering.  oxpediiton
which lind met with disaster, freely ad-
mitted that the story of the wreck of
the steamer J. W. Hawkins was cor-
rect.

T, BE.-Palma, who i the acknowledg-
ol hend of the Cuban revoluthonary
party in New York, sald that the story
was undoubtedly true, but he clalmed
that the amount of money expended
In the expedition had been oxaggernied
and that only about $100,000 had been
expended in Dttng out the steamer J.
W. Hawkins, including armys and am-
munition. “That fu," sald Mr. Palma,
